tences of two St. Louis Negroes, 
Josh Cartwright and George Baker, 
for a murder for which a third Ne- 
gro was hanged last July. 

The Court reversed the convic- 
tion and 2-year sentence of Dr. 
Robert Adcox of St. Louls, on a 
charge of bribery, and discharged 
Dr. Adcox, on the ground that his 
action, in paying 4 county superin- 
tendent of schools to issue certain 
certificates, did not constitute 
bribery within the meaning of the 
law. Adcox is a confessed vendor 
of unearned medical diplomas, and 
a trafficker in preliminary credits 
for medica] examinations.
